being aſſured of, he then declared the Colonel had bribed him (and pro- 
duced Two Guinea's) to be an Evidence againſt Hurley: But the Colonel 
humbly conceives, that no one can — believe that if he had been 
minded to have bribed Evidence, that he would have meddled with one ſo 
nearly related to Hurley.

Note, That one Hocknell, a Soldier in the Company, teſtifies, that one 
like Hurley promiſed him a Reward to be a Witneſs againſt the Colonel, 
and ſeveral others of the Company have offered to do the fame. 
Note, That although Hurley be till a Soldier fairly liſted, delivered by. 
Sir Robert Rich to the Colonel, and undiſcharged, confiding in the Pro- 
tection of the Houſe, did, at the laſt Muſter, inſult, abuſe and challenge 
the Colonel at the Head of his Company, as is proved by Major-General 
Tatton, and Three other Witneſſes. my” 
And whereas the ſaid Hop has printed a Paper, wherein he inſerts 
whatever he thinks may make for his Purpoſe, without having any Reſpect 
either to Truth, or what was proved before the Committee; whereas on 
the other Hand the Colonel has ſtated his Caſe fairly, and exactly as it 
ſtands in the Report, therefore he thinks fit to obſerve : a 
1. That Hurley never pretended before the Committee, that there were 
Two Notes for 50 /. given by him, as he now does in the printed Pa- 
per; but finding that the Note by him then pretended was ready to be 
produced, and appeared to be infignificant, he would not ſtick at any

J. Tha Hurley not being able to make the Colonel himſelf guilty of a 
falſe Muſter in his own Company, he would in this his printed Caſe charge 
bim with figning Colonel Cathcart's Muſter-Roll ; but this being tried by a 

Court Mattial, was adjudged to be no falſe Muſter, 

J. That-by this printed Caſe Hurley's Deſign appears to be the getting 
of Diſchafꝑes for himſelf and Nephew, and Reſtitution of Money preten- 
ded to be extorted from him, Milſon, and Wilſon ; but it is humbly ſub- 
- mitted to the Wiſdom of this-Honourable Houſe, how far it may be con- 
-venient to order Officers to pay their Soldiers, what Money they ſhall on 
their own bare Evidence pretend to be due to or extorted from them. 

Note, Hurley in his own Paper owns that he was convicted of Perjurys 
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
